OíIT'Salt S pkings in A labama.— It may 
not bo generally known that several years 
ago, a large salt manufactory was establish­ 
ed on the Tombecbec River, not, far a ’oove 
its junction with the Alabama, and that salt 
was prepared there of good quality, and in 
abundance. 
Owing, liowcvcr, lo expense 
of tlie outfit, and cheapnessof imported salt, 
which came very often as balla.st, the en­ 
terprise failed. 
T lie water from which tlic 
salt was made, was taken from a w ell, or 
nnmber o f wells, near, the river bank. 
It 
was strongly impregnated ivith saline propi- 
erlics, though perhaps not equal to that of 
the ocean. 
Tliese fountains are the proper­ 
ty o f tlie State, and a resolution was adop­ 
ted liy the last Legislature to have them 
made profitable. 
From the low price of 
salt, we presume the Stale will Hardly find 
a bidder. 
W e have mentioned the fact that salt 
water is fqunddn the interior o f the Slate, 
to show the variety of her natural re.sour- 
ccs.

prem ises. In ofde that this power, grow ing 
out o f the relations o f m other, .sister, and 
wife, m ay be exercised under tlie guidance 
of wisdom prudence and discretion, the fe­ 
m ale'in tellect should be disciplined- by a 
thorough education.
